Victorian Soccer Federation 
to insure its players who 
receive any form of money for 
providing services and, In the 
event that clubDs are not 
prepared to insure thelr 
players, that they would cease 
to be registered with the Vic- 
torian Soccer Federation. 
This situation already exists in 
Queensland. The Australian 
Soccer Federation also has a 
scheme which covers inter- 
national players. 

“My own club is one of four 
State League soccer clubs 
which currently holds an in- 
surance policy on Its players. 
Out of twelve senior Victorlan 
soccer clubs, as closely as we 
can determine so far, eight 
have failed to insure their 
players against Injury and 
loss of earnings, be they soc- 
cer or outside employment 
earnings. The kind of policy 
my club has taken out, 
through the Guardian Royal 
Exchange Insurance Com- 
pany, Is backed by Lloyds and 
covers the individual player 
for loss of soccer earnings or 
loss of income, in the event 
that he is injured, to the extent 
that he cannot work, Further, 
the policy picks up the tab in 
terms of the difference 
between medical expenditure 
and the end cost. Some in- 
juries can be expensive, par- 
ticularly dental injuries. Con- 
siderable monetary benefits 
are attached to this policy. 

“| wish to highlight one area 





which does not appear to 
have been emphasized by the 
Opposition. | refer to the true 
amateurs who play for fun — 
the 12-year-old child who 
plays basketball and the 40- 
year-old man who rows a boat 
-- they are all sports people 
as far as | am concerned. 
Ultimately, a national scheme 
should cover them. If a 
person plays a sport and 
knows there Is a risk he 
should be able to insure 
against that risk for a small 
fee. If one ignores the

it hasn’t been an easy 
climb to the top for the 
likeable Italian. Born in 
Carrar, italy in 1947, 
Chinaglia moved with his 
parents to Cardiff, Wales 
when he was a six-year-old. 


Chinaglia first played 
professional soccer at 15 
when he signed with 
Swansea. 


Two years later he played 
in the English League in 
Swansea's first team.

which had won four 
premierships and two 
District League 
trophies In six years as 
a club. 

The bolstered 
Fawkner was now in 
the Provisional 
League, and went all 
out to win the cham- 
pionship in 1973. 

It was a tight league, and 
with one game remaining, 
Fawkner was second behind 
Frankston Pines, which had 
finished its games. A draw in 
the last game against 
Werribee would have been 
enough to give Fawkner the 
championship but the pres- 
sure was too much and 
Fawkner cracked, going down 
much to the delight of the 
many Frankston fans at the 
game. 

The amalgamation had 
proved to be successful. The 
team was stronger than in 
previous years, and included 
former top Juventus 
goalkeeper Glorgo Penzo. 
The normal line-up of the 
1973 team was — Penzo, G. 
Pater, Giacomin, J. Pater, 
Borgese, Barbetta, Vidra, 
Minnala, Maramma, 
Mainenti, Cosmano. 

The 1974 season saw more 
new faces at Fawkner 


Marcello D'Amico, the well- 
known Halian sporting jour- 
nalist and member of the 
Australian Soccer Coaches 
Federation, joined the club, 
and Graziano Capulli took 
over the presidency from 
Vince Nespeca, who returned 
to Italy. 

D’Amico and Frank 
Calabria, who joined later, 
were to play vital roles in the 
development of the club. 
They did a tremendous 
amount of work and are still 
hard at the task of making 
Fawkner great. 

Claudio Korlevic was lured 
to the club from George 
Cross, and he became coach 
in 1974. D'Amico became the 
club's first sporting director, 
and several new players were 
introduced into the first team. 
Mochi and Vecchiato joined, 
arid brilliant youngsters Tony 
Schipano and Silvio Franin 
emerged. Robert and Frank 
Marcato were two other 
youngsters who showed 
promise. 

However, a mid-season sl- 
ump by Fawkner was costly, 
and in the end the club mis- 
sed out on the championship 
by a point.

Tony Mainentl scored the 
winning goal late In the se- 
cond half, but soon after scor- 
ing the only goal of the match, 
Mainenti found himself in 
goal! 

Two Fawkner players, 
Mochi and goalkeeper 
Spadaro, were sent off, and 
Mainenti had to stand in goal.

In March of 1976, the 
Mayor of Broadmeadows, 
Keith Evans officially opened 
the club's pavilion in the 
presence of 200 guests. It was

For the fourth year running, 
Fawkner was near, but yet so 
far from winning the elusive 
championship.

The V.S.F. dropped a 
bombshell when it accepted 
Morwell'’s application for 
entry into the Fourth Division. 
Geelong had proved to be the 
best team, and Fawkner had 
the best facilities, but Morwell 
went up and ended up winn- 
ing promotion to the Third 
Division at the first go. 

However, Fawkner 
retained the Peninsula Cup in 
1876, and organised the 
highly successful Italia Cup. 
Over 16,000 people were in- 
volved in the all-Italian tour- 
nament, which was run over 
six weeks at the end of the 
season. 

Juventus was the eventual 
winner, beating Regent, which 
had knocked out Fawkner. 

Mario Spina nao repiaceu 
Korlevic as coach four 
months before the end of the 
1976 season, and he brought 
many players to Fawkner 
from his previous club, 
Triestina. 

The greatest acquisition 
was Dario Epifano, the former 
George Cross star.

At the start of the 1977 
season, Fawkner knew that 
the top two teams from the 
Provisional League would get 
promotion. Peter Balassone 
was appointed coach, -and’ 
Fawkner started the season In 
a blaze of glory. 

The team reached the 
semi-finals of the 
Cumberland Cup, and was 









unlucky to go down to even- 
tual winners Box Hill. 

However, it showed the 
soccer world that Fawkner 
would be a force to be 
reckoned with in the future. 

The Peninsula Cup was 
won by Fawkner for the third 
Successive time and on the 
Same day a Fawkner team 
made up mainly of reserves 
and junior players won the 
Lazzari Cup. The feat of winn- 
ing two trophies in one day 
was a remarkable and historic 
achievement for Fawkner. 

To help the club's push for 
Promotion, several new 
players were signed. They in- 
cluded Carlo Sabidussl, 
Baravelli, Sorani, Curuso {all 
ex-Juventus) and Budicini 
{ex-Nunawading). 

Fielding one of the most 
formidable teams outside the 
Metropolitan and State 
Leagues, Fawkner was 
favorite to win the league.

Fawkner ran the Italia Cup 
again In 1877, and this time 
was victorious. Under John 
Bressan, who’d replaced 
Peter Balasonne as coach 
midway through the season, 
Fawkner beat Regent and 
Juventus in preliminary 
tounds, and just managed to 
overcome East Cariton 2-1 In 
the final. 

It was a fairly successful 
year. Players included 
Spadaro, Sorani, Panas, 
Frolla, Gugliemi, Rossetto, 
Caruso, Vecchiatto, 
Baravelli, J. Pater, Budicini, 
Pieramatti, Bazzano, 
Schipano, Epifano, Lakic, 
Mammone, Cusmanc, Quat- 
necceltt Avraam and Barbet- 
a. 

Fawkner began its 
preparations for the 1978 
season as soon as the 1977

After a 
slow start in the Fourth Divi- 
sion, Fawkner hit top gear 
and reached the top of the 
ladder. 

In March, former Alexander 
and Socceroo coach Tony 
Boggi was appointed coach 
of Fawkner. His presence 
lifted the Fawkner boys. 

Boggi has great regard for 
Fawkner. 

“It's a great club,” said 
Boggi, “with-great players and 
administrators. Clubs like 
Fawkner will be successful 
because it has shown ambi- 
tion and planned well for the 
future. I'm happy to be at 
Jukes Road and hope to stay 
here for a few years to come. 
Who knows, | may be 
coaching Fawkner in the State 
League in four years’ time.”

When the final whistle went 
the players and | didn't budge 
from the touchiine for a good 
60 seconds because we were 
utterly stunned. 


Menotti lived under incredi- 
ble strain for four long years. 
During the bad time the entire 
nation was after his head but 
he saw it through to the end 
and all his judgements 
proved correct.
